The Plague is very terrible;it js terrible to them that 
have it;infomuch as icufually comes.with Grim Death, 
the King of Terrors,in its handsand it is terrible to them 
which have it not, becaufe of their dangers of being in- 
feétcd by it ; the fear of which have made fuch an im- 
preflion upon fome,that it hath rafed outof their hearts, 
for the while, all affections of love and pitty to their 
neareft Relation$ and deareft Friends 5 fo that when 
the Difeafe hath fir feized upon them, and they have 
had the greateft need of fuccour, they have left their 
Friends in diftrefs,and flown away from them,as if they 
had been their Enemies.

That which made the ruine the more difmal, was, that 
it-was begun on the Lords Day morning ; never was 
there the like Sabbath in London; Some Churches were 
in flames that day, and God feems.to come down, and 
to preach himfelf in them), .as he did in Mount Sind, 
when the Mount burned with fire;fuch warm preaching 
thofe Churches never had; {uch Lightning dreadful Ser- 
mons never were before delivered in London. In other 
Churches Minifters. were. preachang their Fare-well 
Sermons, and people were hearing with quaking and 
aftonifhment : Inftead of aholy Ref which Chrilttans 
haye taken:on this day, there is a tumultuous hurrying 
shout the freets towards the place. that burned » and 
more tumuluous hurrying. upon the {pirits of thofs 
that fate Aill,and had only the notice of the ear, of the 
quick and ftrange,fpreading of the Fire. 
Now-the Train-bands are up.in Arms,watching at e- 
yeny quarter for Qutlandifh-men,becawle of the generat 
Me : D4 fears 
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fears and jealonfies, and rumors thar Fire-Balls were 


thrown into houfes by feveral of them, to help on.and 
provoke the too furious flames-Now Goods are haitily 
removed from the lower parts of the City,and the body 
Of the people begins to retire,arid draw upwards,as the 
people did from‘the Tabernacles of Corah,Dathan, and 
Abiram,when the earth did cleaye afunder and fwallow 
them up, Aum: 16. 27531532. Or rathér as Lit drew 
cut from his houfe’ in Sodom before it was conflimed by 
fire from heaven, Gew. 19. Yer fome hopes were te- 
tained on the Lords Day, that the fite would be extin- 
suithed, efpecially by them who lived in the remote 
parts, they could fearcely imagine that the fite a mile 
off fhould be able to reach their houfes. : 

But the evening draws.on, and now the fire is more 
v-fible and dreadtulsinftead of the Black Curtains of the 


hight, which wfed to be fpread overt the City, now the 


Curtains are Yellow,the {moak that arofe from the burn- 
ing parts,feemed like fo mich flame in the night;which 
being blown upon the other par'ts by the wind, the whole 
City at fome diftince feemed to be on fire. Now hopes 
eof to fink, -and a’general conftérnation feifeth upon 
the {pirits of peoplésittle fleep is' taken in London this 
n’gnt, the amazement which the‘eye and ear doth‘ef- 
fect upon the {pirit;doth cither dry up,or drive-away the 
vapour which ufed to bind up the fenfess Some are’ at 
work to quench the fire‘with water, others endeavor to 
ftop its courfe,by pulling down of honfes, bur all to. no 
purpofesif it bea little allayed, ot beaten down; or put 
¢9 a ftand in fome places, it is but a very little whileg it 
quickly recruits, and'recovers its force ; it ‘leaps and 
mounts;and makes the more furious onfet,drives back 
its oppofer's,frarcheth their weapons out of their hands; 
feifech upon the Water-honfés and Engins,bums them, 
fpoils them,and makes them unfit’for fervice.Some are 
upon their knees in the night, pouring-out tears ke 
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the Lord, interceding for poor Londonsin the day of its 
calamity 5 but alas, 1 fear there were too few weeping 

feremiabs at rhe Throné of Grace, too few Mofes’s to 
y | ftand in the gap too few Facobs to wreftle with the 

Lord, and hang about his arm: Londons fins were too 

| great, and Gods anger againft the City was too hots fo 
| eafily and prefently to be quenched.and allayed 3 and if 
| by the interceffion of fome,a mitigation be obtained,fo 

that the Lord doth not ftir up‘all his wrath, utterly. to 
-deftroy the place, ashe did: Sodom and Gomorrah yet 
none can’ prevail to call back that wrath, 8¢ reverfe that 
Decree which is gone forth againft the City:' The time 
OF Londons fall is comesthe fire hath received its Com- 
mifior from God to burn down the City, and therefore 
all attempts to-hinder itare in vain. 

On the Lords Day night the fire had -vunjas far as 
Garlick. ithe in T hames-ftreetgand had crept up into Can- 
nin-firects and jevell'd it with the ground y. and ftill is 
making forward by the water fide, and upward to the 
brow of the Hill, on-which the City was built. 

‘On Monday Grace-C burch-ffreet is all in flames, with 
Lumbard-(treet onthe left handsand part of Fen-C hurch- 
frees on theright, the fire working (though not fo faft) 
againit the wind that way: beforeit were pleafantand 
{tarely-honfes, behind 1¢ ruinous and defolate heaps. The 
burning then was 9 fafhion of a Bow,\a dreadful Bow it 
was, fuch as mine eyes.never before had feen 5 a Bow 
which‘had Gods Arrow in it:witha flaming point;it Was 
a fhining Bow; not like thacin the Cloud, which brings 
water'with itsand withall ignifes Gods Covenant, not 
todeftroy the world.any more with water : but it was a 
Bow which had fire in ity which fgnified Gods angers 
and his intention to deftroy London with fire. 

Now the flames break in upon Cornbill, that large and 
{pacions fireet, “and quickly. crofs the way by the train 
of Wood that lay inthe ftreets untaken away > ee 
a 
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had beenpull’d down from houfes to prevent its {pread- <} i 


ing, and fo they lick the whole ftreet as they go ; they 
mount up to the top of the higheft honfes, they defcend 
down to the bottom of the loweft Vaults and Cellars ; 
and mareh along on both fides of the :way.5 with fuch a 
roaring noife, as never was heard in the City of Lon- 
don no ftately building fo. great, as to refit their fury: 
the Royal Exchange it felf, the-glory.of the, Merchants; 
isnow invaded with much -violences and when otice the 


fire was ¢ntred,' how quickly did it run round the Gal- 


leries; filling them with flames; then defcendeth the 
" Hairs, compaffeth the walks, giving forth flaming Vol- 


leys, and fillech the Court withtheets of fire ; by and 
bys down, fall all the Kings upon their faces,-and the 
greatelt part of the ftone-bnilding after them, (the 
FPounders)Statue only remaining) with fuch anoife, as 
was dreadful andaftonithine. 

Then, then the City did fhake indeed,and :the Inhabi- 
tants did tremble, and flew away in'great amazement 
from their honfes, Jeftthe flame fhoild devour them ; 
Kattleyratele, rattles was the noife whichthe Fire ftruck 
pon theearround about, as if there had beena thou- 
fand Iren:Chariots beating upon the ftoness andif you 
opened your eye.to the opeming of the. ftreets, where 
the Pire was come,you might fee in fome places whole 
ftreets at once in flames, that iffued forthsas if they had

flame throughout the whole ftreet.; and then you might 
fee the houfes tumble, rubble, tumbley from one end of

weeping fpeechés of the diftreffed Citizens, when they 
were bringing” forth, their wives. ( fome from their 
Child-bed) and their little ones (fome from their fick . 
bed), out of. their. houles » and. fending them into the 
Countries; ot fomewhere into ‘the fields with their 
soods., Now.the hopes of Landen are gone, their heart 
is funk 5 now there 1s @ general remove in the City> 
and that ina greater hurry shan before the Plagues 
theit goods being in ‘greater danger by the Firey than 
their perfons were by the ficknets. Scarcely are fome 
returned, but they. mut remove again, and notas be-= 
fore; now without any more hopes of ever returning, 
and living in thofe honfes anymore. 

Now Carts,and-Drays,and Coaches, and Horfes, as 
many.as could haye entrance into theCity were loaden, 
aud any.money is given for. help, 5 /.10 !.20 1.301. 
fora Cart 5 to bear forth into the Fields fome choice 
things which were ready.to be confumed 3 and fome of 
the Countries had the confcience to accept of the high- 
eft prices which the Citizens did then ofter jn their ex- 
tremity ; Lammiftaken if {uch money do not burn 
worfethan the fire out of which. it was rak’d. Now 
Casks of Wine,and Oyl, and: other commodities are 
tumbled along, and the owners fhove as miuch,of, thes 

goods as they can towards the gates : rhe one now 
becomes a Porter to himfelf,and {carcely a back either 
of Man or Woman that hathftrength, but had a burden 
on it in the ftreet : It was very fad to fee fuch throngs 
of poor Citizens coming ins and going forth from the 
mburnt parts, heavy loaden with fome pieces of their 

coods, but more heavy loaden with weighty grief and 
forrow

Monday night was a dreadful night, when the wings of 
the night had dhadowed the light of the heavenly Bo- 
dies, there was no darknefs of night in London, for the 
fire (hines now round about with a fearful Blaze, which 
yielded fuch.light in the ftreets, as it had been‘ the Sun 
atnoon-day.
